Be it enacted by the Leyislatureof the Stats of Minnesola:

Seorroxn 1. The board of eduncation of the town of 4 .44t saace
Mioneapolis, shall hereafter consist of the four schiool on—et whemts
inspectors only provided for by said act, one of whom seen
shall hercafter, as heretofore, reside within the limits
heretofore known as the first, second, third and fourth
warde of said town.

Seo. 2. That section three of the act to which this is
an amendment, be amended so as to read as follows,
to wit :

In easo of a vacancy in the ofico of inspector, it shall
be filled until the next annual election, by the remaining
members of tho board, when if the vancancy occurin the Jaeanee &=v
first year of the term of gaid office, the electors shall
choose another to fill the remainder of said term.

See. 3. Section four of. said act shall be amended so
a8 to read as follows, to wit:

The said school inspectors shall be abody corporate by
the name of the “ Board of Education of tho Town of
Minneapolis,” and in that name shall bo capable of sue- Pewe o s
ing and being sued, pleading and being impleaded, and
of taking, honing, selling and conveying real and per-
sonal property, as the interest of the schools under their
charge may require; and shall also succeed to and be
entitled to demand all moneys and other rights and prop-
erty belonging to, in possession of, or vested in the pres-
snt board, or heretotore vested in tho trustees ot the
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school districts or parts of districts within the present
limits of said district ; and tho said moneys, rights and
Eroperty of all kinds, both real and personal, now or

ereafter apportioned or approFriated for the support and
maintenance of public schools in said town, shali be
vested in, and deemed to be in the possession of said
board, which shall at all times have exclusive control
thereof.

Seo. 4. Section five of said act, shall be amended so
as to read as follows, to wit:

The board of education (three members of which ma
form a quorum,) shall meet trom time to time at sucg
place in said district as they may designate. At their
tirst meeting after tho annual clection, the board ehall
elect one of their number to be the chairman of the board
for the ensuing year.

Sec. 5. The limits of said school district shall here-
after remain the same as provided in the act of which
this is an anendment, the same as though the act of in-
corporation of the town of Minneapolis had not been
repealed.

Sec. 6.  Hereafter the annual election for the election
of inspectors, shall be held on the last Satarday in the
month of April, between the hours of 10 o’clock a. .
and 4 o’clock p, ar, at such place as the board of oduca-
tion shall designate, one week’s notice ot the time and
place of holding said election shall be given by the scere-
tary of said board, by posting up written or printed no-
tices thercof, in at least threc of the most public places in
said school district.
